Viola Charbonneau Ballentine (1904-1978) graduated in 
1927 and taught in Webster MA, Pomfret CT, and in Auburn 
MA public schools for 20 years. Deborah Bockus graduated in 
1989. George Griffin (1929-2007) earned a BS and M. ED. 
(1953, 1959) and an M. MA from Utah State University and 
also attended Brown University, Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute, and the College of the Holy Cross. He taught 
Mathematics at West Boylston High School (1955-1975), and 
at Anna Maria College (1967-) where he also served as 
Director of Institutional Advancement, Associate Dean of 
Academic Affairs, and Treasurer. Dorene Kelly Griffin 
(1932-2017) earned her BS and M. ED (1953, 1959) and 
taught at schools in New Bedford, Holden, and Barre 
(1953-1958), West Boylston and Shrewsbury (1959-1964), 
and Milbury (1975-1992). She also taught at Anna Maria 
College (1967-1970). Maryanne Ballantine Hammond earned 
her BS in Elementary Education and an M. ED. (1969, 1972) 
and served as Health Curriculum Coordinator, Grant Writer, 
and Assistant Principal at Soencer-East Brookfield Regional 
School District from 1969-2008. She served as a Trustee for 
Worcester State University from 2012. Catherine Agnes 
Hagerty (Kelliher) (1891-1952) graduated in 1912 and taught 
in Oxford public schools. 

Mary G. Murray (Ballantine) (1916-2012) graduated in 1937 
and taught Americanization to immigrants in the Worcester 
area before serving the Spencer-East Brookfield School 
District, teaching at the Lake Street School then serving as 
Teaching Principal at the Grove Street School. Anne Elizabeth 
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Wilkins (Maloney) (1905-1994) graduated in 1924 and taught 
in public schools in Auburn.
